The Perils of the Sea. 

San Francisco, June 26.—The Con- 
sular inquiry into the loss of the steamer 
Escambia is completed, finding that the 
disaster was owing to the slowing down 
of the engineer without the Captain's 
orders while crossing the bar, causing 
the ship to fall into a trough and allow- 
ing the seas to board her. The court 
does not think the vessel lacked stabili- 
ty, though evidence on that point was 
somewhat conflicting. The evidence 
shows the ship was properly loaded. 
The Captain is exculpated, and the loss 
of the ship is due to the peril of the sea. 

THE BURNED BARK.

STORM CURSED. 


Terrrific Storms Continue to Visit the West- 
ern States. 

Lixcolx, Neb., June 26.—The most 
terrific rain, wind and sleet storm ever 
known in the history of this State was 
experienced this morning. It gathered 
in Butler county and swept in a south- 
eastern direction through Saunders, 
Lancaster, Cass, Otero and Nemaha 
counties, doing great damage. The 
storm was about twenty-five miles wide. 
It beat down grain c 1 * for miles, com- 
mitting sad havoc. Hail fell in great 
quantities, some of the stones being as 
large as hens’ eggs. Several houses 
were carried away by the violence of the 
gale and two children were killed. The 
wind blew a freight car from the track, 
which struck six men, killing one in- 
stantly and fatally injuring the other 
five. Many wheat, oats and rye fields 
were cut smooth by the storm as if a 
mower had passed over them. 

MORE STORMS. 

Wis., June 26. — The 
heavy rains and terrible storm of last 
Saturday, just reported, have caused 


J. much damage to crops in the valleys of 


the Mississippi and Wisconsin rivers in 
the vicinity of Prairie-du-Chien, Wis. 
Specials say that farms in the valleys 
are covered with a coating of clay 
washed down from the hill at a depth 
ran from one to three feet. On 
side-hill farms the crops are completely 
ruined. 


MEXICAN NEWS. 
Railroad Matters and other General News 
items. 


* Tucson, June 26.—The Star's advices 
from Hermosillo, Sonora, state that the 
Sonora Limited will be completed to 
Magdalena in about five weeks. A large 
part of the working force of the N. M. 


& A. R. R. contractors have been trans- 
ferred to the Sonora Limited. It is ru- 
mored that the line will not be run to 
Calabasas but will strike northeast from 
Aqua Scaria to Buena Vista and from 
there will strike the Benson road near 
old Camp Crittenden. 

Last week an incendizry set fire to 
one of the railroad buildings in Hermo- 
sillo, destroying $30,000 worth of mate- 
rial. The criminal was arrested and, un- 
der the laws of the State. will probably 
be shot. 

Magdalena is being fast Americanized. 
About a dozen saloons have been opened 
and a distillery established. 

Hermosillo is growing rapidly. Hooper 
& Co. are erecting ice works and a sash 
and blind factory, to be completed in 
two weeks. Water works huve been 
constructed by the city. The water is 
abundant and excellent. Distributing 

ipes are now being laid. Real estate 
is rapidly rising in value, especially or- 
ange and other fruit grounds. The 
State University is being built, and 
promises to be a fine structure. 

Guaymas is also erecting water works. 
The water supply will be taken from 
the Ranchito, about six miles distant. 
Shipping interests are active. Several 
new shipping agencies have been re- 
cently opened. 

The line from Hermosillo to Paso del 
Norte has been determined. It will go via 
United States, Operusa valley, through 
Guadalupe canyon to Janers, thence 
to Paso del Norte. The line will be 
about four hundred miles long. 

Gillermo Andrade is organizing a 
scheme to colonize the Zibiron Island 
in tho Gulf of California. The island 
is now inhabited by the Seris Indians, a 
dangerous and bloodthirsty tribe. An- 
drade has a concession from the Mex- 
ican Government of this island and 
the pearl fisheries surrounding it.

Jonas Nelson and Sen Drowned at 
the Salt Works. 


Another sad case of drowning occurred | 
Sunday between 10 and 11 4. u., at the? 
salt works. The facts, as gleaned yes- 
terday by a Times reporter, are as fol- 
lows: In the morning Mr. and Mrs. 
Eldridge, who live below Agricultural 
Park, started with their two children to 
the beach at the salt works. With them | 
was Mr. J. K. Stump's two boys, 
Frederick and Alexander, aged respect- 
ively six and fourteen years, and Mr. 
Jonas Nelson and his son Richard. 
About half-past ten o'clock Mr. Nelson, 


Richard and the two Stump boys 
went down to the beach 
bathe. Richard Nelson ventured 
out a little too far, and the under- 
tow took him off his feet. Richard, 
who was about sixteen years old, cried 
out, Help, father, help.“ Instead of 
going immediately to his assistance, 


some two hundred and fifty yards for a 
rope, which was brought. Nelson took 
one end of the rope, and swam out to 
where Richard was struggling, and 
fastened the rope around his body, and 
halloed to the oldest Stump boy, Fred, 
to pull in, which he began to do with all 
his might. Just then a heavy swell took 
Fred off his feet, and dashed him up on 
the beach. In his struggles to regain 
his feet he lost his hold on the rope, and 
Nelson and his drowning son floated fur- 
ther out fo sea. Those on shore were 
compelled to stand and witness their 
death without being able to 
assist them in any manner whatever. 
As Richard was observed to sink his 
father was seen to start to swim in to- 
wardsthe shore. He swaim a little dis- 
tance, and turned over on his back and 
swam back to his boy. Here a swell 
hid him from view for a moment, and 
as he rose upon it he was observed to 
be on his face. He floated awhile in 
this position and then sank. A pstrol 
of seven men have been stationed along 
the beach for three miles to watch for 
the bodies which are expected to be 
found to-day. The body of John Fry 
drowned three years ago at the same 
lace was found after fifteen days. 
— was a native of Sweden, aged 
fifty-one years, and a widower. He 
had a daughter who has lived at Mr. 
Ulyards, on the corner of Fifth and 
Spring streets, for thirteen years, and 
is aged eighteen. Nelson has lived in 
Los Angeles count 
years, and was highly respected. He 
was at the time of his death taking care 
of Judge Bicknell's orchard and pasture 
at Green Meadows, seven miles south of 
Los Angeles, on the Wilmington road.
